An unusual study of HIV 
infection in lesbians was 
presented at the Montreal 
Conference on AIDS in June and 
reported in a recent issue of The 
Medical Post. It shows that 
although woman-to-woman 
transmission of HIV is very rare, 
lesbians should be considered 
among those at some risk for AIDS. 


"The false notion that woman 
who identify or define themselves 
as lesbiansVaresncteat risk for 
HIV infection can lead to tragic 
misdiagnosis by health-care 
providers and lack of awareness by 
the women themselves,” said Dr. 
Denise Ribble, of the Community 
Health Project at Bellevue 
Hospital in New York City. 
Although HIV infection and AIDS is 
a leading cause of morbidity and 
death in women aged 25 to 34 years 
in New York City, seroprevelance 
studies have so far considered 
only heterosexual and pregnant 
women for transmission risk 
despite national U.S. AIDS

surveillance data indicating 101 
cases of AIDS in lesbians. 

Dr. Ribble’s study included 31 HIV 
antibody-positive lesbians who 
were contacted at the Community 
HealthsPraject, agprimary-care 
AIDS assessment clinic, and ina 
support group for women with HIV 
infection. 

The self-reported risk factor 
for HIV intectionsines1Oslesbians 
was intravenous (IV) drug use; 
seven had prior sexual contact 
with infected males by consent, 
force or sperm donation; five were 
prostitutes; two had woman to 
woman transmission; and, one 
received a contaminated blood 
transfusion. 

Dr. Ribble’s statement on the 
importance of including lesbians 
in transmission studies was backed 
up by demonstrators at the 
conference from the AIDS Coalition 
to Unleash Power (ACT UP) in New 
York, who held a protest against 
the fact that there was only one 
paper out of 7,000 at the meeting
